Heart Disease Canses 
Sudden Death on Train 


Early on Thursday morning last, 
an unfortunate occurrence took place 
on C.N.R. flyer No. 1, when Mr. R. C. 
Wightman, a brakeman employed by 
the company, who was being trans- 
ferred from the east to commence 
work on the Edmonton division, died 
in an upper berth of one of ‘the sleep- 
ing coaches of the train just before 
the train reached Wainwright. He 
Was 44 years of age, and had travel- 
led from Montreal. 

Upon arrival of the trai Coroner 
Dr. Wallace and Corpl. Miller, R.C. 
M.P., were notified, apd with the 
easistance of Town Constable Donald 
son, the body was removed to Mc 
Leod’s undertaking parior. 

Deceased was discharged on pen- 
gion from the armed forces on Feb- 
puary, 1942, and was known to be 
suffering from heart disease. 

The body was released by the cor- 
oner who certified the cause of death 
and was shipped on Friday night’s 
train to his home in Montreal, his 
wife, Mrs. Mamie Doyle Wightman 
there having been notified. y

Obey Rationing Rules 

The federal authorities are tighten 
ing up on the enforcement of the ra- 
tioning regulations. With 154‘ pros 
ecutions in a week there comes the 
warning. that there is to be no relax- 
ation in carrying on rationing in ac- 
cordance with the letter of the law. 
Cases in court during one week con- 
cerned purchase of butter without 
coupons, sale of food above ceiling 
prices, increased rents without author 
ity, failure to carry out or‘ers of the 
oil controller, as well as others, 

Rationing has been in operation for 
several years, and it ig time that the 
people generally should know the rul 
es. Attempts to obtain more than the 
regulations permit are unlawful in 
these war years and increases . in 
prices above the ceilings officially 
set are banned. Those, who break the 
rules, can expect court action and 
stiff sentences on conviction. 

Much concern centres on the dis 
tribution of gasoline. This material 
is one of the most essential for carty 
ing on the war, and the authorities 
are doing everything possible to keep 
civilian consumption within bounds. 
A-close watch is being kept on the 
salp and use of gasoline. It is an- 
nouritea that there will be no relaxa- 
tion in this direction and that rules 
must be observed in full if trouble is 
to be avoided. Then it is pointed out 
that it is a patriotic duty to observe 
strictly the regulations for rationing 
in all its phases, ‘Those who conform 
to the laws have nothing to fear. 

Perhaps some people are experienc 
ing irritation and hardship by being 
avoided if possible. The rules are bas- 
ed upon necessity and most citizens 
will do their best to help the war ef- 
fort even at a sacrifice. There appears 
to be no good reason for anyone being 
anything but patriotic in this regard.

“There are many who see this war 
through the distant eyes of son or) 
daughter who aré face to face with 
its hazards. To them it is real and 
personal enough. But. to very a! 
of us it is still a matter of grim ani 
» mot very real happenings in- saben 
whose very names are unfamiliar, o 
continuing smal] demands on oar 
emotions, of a little disorganization | 
of our accustomed ways that we may | 
have magnified into privations, and 
of some demands of our resources. 
These things, to many of us, are the 
measure of our sacrifice. We would 
not dare deny that the cause is worth . 
anything we have to offer, even our 
lives. But we at home are not offer- 
ing our lives. We are offering, some-_ 
times not too graciously, only its 
insignificant margins. 

There is no one who would say that 
what we at home have given could 
represent an equality of sacrifice with 
the offering of those who are today 
fighting the bitter Battle of Italy, or 
who stan? poised and ready for the 
desperate assault on Fortress Burope 
Liberty is no dearer to them than to 
us at home. This war is no more their 
cause than it is ours. There is. no 
more obligation for them to sacrifice 
than there is for us. 

We cannot share with them, per- 
haps, but we can face our obligation 
to get this bitter thing over as soon 
and as decisively as may be. We can 
buy bonds and so do our small part 
to shorten the war.

INFLATION 
AND THE CHURCH 
(By Byrne Hope Sanders) 


Have you ever considered the ef- 
fect which inflation might have upon 
the work of the church in its various 
departments? If Canada should lose 
the battle against this foe, it would 
mean the serious curtailment, if not 
the extinction, of activities for the 
guidance and welfare of youth, care 
of the aged and infirm, and the sup- 
port of missions at home and abroad. 

The danger is realized by leaders 
in all spheres of religious work. A- 
mong them is Mrs. Harvey Agnew, 
president of the National Council, 
Young Women’s Christian Associa- 
tion, who declares that inflation 
would mean the end of all voluntary 
organizations. 

Not a pleasant prospect for the 
thousands of women's church groups. 
their work in home missions and in 
missions abroad, as well as their ac- 
tivities within the church, depend 
largely on the contributions of mem- 
bers. Many a church mortgage has 
been burned through the efforts of 
the women’s organizations, many a 
destitute farnily helped. And in the 
pre-war Jays, many a foreign mission 
operated through gifts from the 
women’s missionary societies. 

Money for these various projects 
has been raised through voluntary 
giving and threugh teas, . bamnare, 
socials and mite. boxes. 

Under inflation, cost of materials 
that go into articles for sale at 
bazaars would be prohibitive and the 
same hardship would affect all other 
fund-raising projects. Uncontrolled 
prices would leave contributors hard 
pressed for the bare necessities of 
life. Inevitably this would. result in 
dwindling church collections. Keenly 
aware of this threat,4women’'s church 
organizations have been in the fore- 


front of the attack against inflation, |

CAN ERADICATE 
PERENNIAL WEEDS 
The most serious perennial weeds, 
such as perennial sow thistle, Canada 
thistle, quack grass, toad flax and 
« many others, may be eradicated from 
a field in one season by the so-called 
“shallow ‘cultivation method”, ‘This 
method is based on the fact tHat 
approximately 90 per cent of the dry 
matter of the plant is made up of 
products containing carbon dioxide 
which the plant takes from the air 
through the surfaces of its green 
leaves. If the plant is deprived of thie 
main source of food through the pré- 
vention of top growth during a def- 
inite length of time, it finally dies 
from suffocation and starvation.
